Nearly two million automobiles 
wil’ work their way through 
college this year. According to 4 
nationwide survey on the college 
parking problem. 44 per cent of 
the nation’s 4.5 million under- 
graduates will be reporting to 
classes on wheels this month. 

Of SSC’s 8200 students, 5,416 
have been issued parking decals 
for the fall semester. Parking 
spaces available on campus num- 
ber 3472, 800 of which are de- 
signated to faculty and em- 
ployees. However, only an esti- 
mated maximum of 5600 students 
or 3450 cars are on campus at 
one time. If parking should be- 
come a problem, extra space 
will be made available, Stanley 
Pretzer, college business man- 
ager, said today

‘Wear White 
To The Game 


“Students fail to realize the hidden costs that plague the food 
service department,’’ explained Mrs. Stanton. ‘‘Food is taken 
outside on warm days, utensils are left on the lawn areas, and 
mechanized equipment passes over them, damaging both the 
utensils and the heavy equipment.” 


The result of this carlessness of the students is the rising 
cust of food services on campus. “The honest student is paying 
for tie dishonest student’, continued Mrs. Stanton. ‘Perhaps the 
‘ost idiotic occurrence was when we lent salt shakers to the 
dorms. When they came back, the tops were crushed, a result 
of pure strength and senseless destruction, This dishonesty is a 
product of our times.” 


In other food service areas plastic cups have been replaced 
with glass. This was done because of the staining effect coffee 
haa on the plastic containers, A strong bleach was needed to 
remove the stains. ‘Plastic, being a porous substance, absorbs 
the bleach and leaves a bleached-out taste in the coffee," said 
Mrs. Stanton. “‘We hope this will remedy the situation.” 


The entire food service department urges the student body 
to take more caution in the use of food service utensils. ‘This 
will be essential in order to keep the food prices at a minimum.”
